Wallack played the part of Howard very successfully ; the drunker- 
scene with Mr. Browne, in the character of Veriias, did credit to 
both these gentlemen.—Miss E. ‘Tree’s Albina Mandeville deserves 
very favourable mention ; and Miss I. Paton played Cicely Copaley in 
a quiet, natural manner. The Opera of Der Freiechutz followed. 
The house was not so well attended as we could have wished. 

That inimitable actress, Miss Kelly, takes her Benefit this evening, 
at this Theatre; she hiss selected a comic Opera and a Melo-drama 
of great interest ; besides these, she has the powerful assistance of 
Mr. Harley, Miss Paton, Miss Ayton, Mrs Geesin, &c. in a Concert. 


Covent Barden Cheatre. 

A wew Comedy in three acts,“ not translated, only taken from the 
French,” as Sheridan says, was last night produced at this theatre. 
We forget the title of the French piece, of which we remember to have 
read a description in the Paris correspondence of the New Monthly 
Magazine, from which we infer that the original has been pretty close- 
ly followed. The plot is this;—Alice, a protegée of General Dorlon’s 
is in love with his son, Capt. Albert, on whom, in his sickness, she la- 
vishes the arts ef female consolation, and believes that her love is re- 
turned with equal purity and fervour, this however is not the case, Al- 
bert meditates her seduction, which being apprehended bythe General, 
he resolves to marry her to the Adjutant Vincent, his faithful compa- 
nion in arms,an honest fiery-hearted veteran. Convinced by theGeneral’s 
argaments, and, above all, moved by a letter written by his deceased 
wife on her death bed, Alice consents to the union, which takes place. 
The interest of the Play now rests entirely on the sentiment, which 
is, perhaps, the truest of all dramatic interests, the abandonment of all 
passion for Albert, the conversion of esteem into love for Vincent ; she 
becomes gradually acgnainted with facts, which produce this result— 
the respectful love of Vincent for two years, concealed ‘the subsequent 
delicacy of his conduct—the circumstance of his having ~received his 
wound in a duel, which he had undertaken, to preserve the son of his 
besefactor from danger—the declaration of Mrs. Dingle of the Cap- 
tain’s former love for her, (Mrs. D.)—Dingle’s account of Vincent’s 
heroism, and, finally, the renynciation of the Captain, who presents the 
married couple with a handsome settlement, contribute to accomplish 
the change, and to render ber happy. 

Many very dramatic situations arise from the story, and though 
the dialogue is sometimes a little lengthy, this is all that can fairly

be complained of.. The sentimentality is a matter of taste, and cer- 
tainly, of its kind, this play isa very good one—neat, and frequently 
forcible. The humorous parts are effective ; and Mr. Keeley and Mrs. 
Glover did them most ample justice. Farren, as the father, was even 
better than we remember to have seen him ; his acting was more na- 
tural, and, consequently, more delightful ; Fawcett, too, played the 
bluff Vincent with a feeling and truth, which will, we are convinced, 
render the character yet more prominent in future representations.— 
Mr. Warde had to struggle with the unpleasant nature of his charac- 
ter, ard he fought well and soldierly for the author. It now remains 
only to speak of Miss Jarman, whose acting, as Alice, merited even 
more than the applause it received ;—should she read this, it may be 
satisfactory to her to know, that the audience were frequently too 
much identified with her feelings to be noisy in their approbation.— 
The-play. was announced for repetition this evening, without a dissen- 
tient voice, and with every token of gratification. ‘To those who wish 
to see the nearest approach, we have witnessed, to the delicate sen- 
timentality of the French stage yet produced, on our boards, we re- 
commend Love and Reason.—The successful dramatist is, we believe, 
Mr. Planché. The Four Brothers, Hermann, sang, as before, with 
considerable skill and harmony, accompanied, however, by the discord 
of the arrival of half-price—a barbarous custom, which we alove, of 
all theatrical nations, (are we a truly theatrical nation ¢) give way to. 
The house was only tolerably filled at half-price, but we venture to 
augur better receipts for the run of the Comedy.
